Yes. to 
them they are aoquirinp ihe broader outlook and 
creating a n.^lionKl .<;iv;rii amon.e students. They 
are assertinr ih;"':;- Aim;; Mn;or "lO ilic knowing' 
world, they j.n- . ri':,.ir.cr the espirit do corps of 
their university. Yet if the word intramural 
should appear they a.«sociare with it the fact that 
Law has Jost again, as it always will. 

If TOO mwch cniphasis is placed itpon a single 
team in one branch of sport all associations are 
built on the surface of a nonentity. The sport as 
a sport doe? not exist. The knowing world is 
hut admiring a very gaudily decorated eggshell, 
which, if the stellar team of the university fails 
to keep freshly painted with its successes, is 
crushed an(^^^^^rded. Thereupon that par-- 
ticular snorPceas^ to exist in that university, 
not only to the knowing w ii-],-; but the students 
too. The- sjiDv:- sport, -"lart icipated in l\v groups 
of mcT! in the university, just for the .sake of 
such, is a mere nothing. 

Erieily .ïi.mrir.rized. IntercoUegiate is that 
which associate? the universitj" to the knowing 
Avorld. ■svh:!? intramural associate? the univer- 
.':iry with the .student ■^'crld. Thi? immediately 
bring.? out the question, what is the function of 
the university? Is it for the knowing world or 
the students'.' In reality the two cannot be div- 
orced, but they should co-operate so that the 
Kîiwving world understands the university- 
through the students, but primarily the univer- 
sitj- is thf .-t'jder.ts. 

If i.'ier,, thit be tiie case, we in our present 
attitude toward sport have gone far astray and 
rave left the'student in the cold, 'vvhile as a gen- 
eral rule we have catered to the knowing world 
for its plaudits of but a very small minority of 
the students.

• We cam'; because ■vve knew that v.e j;ad to 
eyuip ouj'selves for life, not as professional 
.«poilsmen as it M'ould -seem, but to be able t'ô 
give and take in the hard knocks of the world, to 
be generous in victory and ;reiiia! in d'.'feal of 
our dearly cheri.shed plans vf hw the big world 
should be run. to learn to do the thing for the 
sjake of doing it and not for thi; prhii v.}n':\>. 
awaits us, to work humiJy and well and jiever 
i^ceive the ^lare of publicity, to learn to Jive a 
life in v.hi' h there is a new adventure at every 
tjjrn. Ji was for this that we came to the uni- 
v.er.sity.

Often such 
lieople arc led lo y-ci up unnatural barriers whicli 
militate against the idonls of tin in.'^titutc of high- 
er learning. 

That friendships should be formed in group.s 
of race and colour is normal. Tliai; people tire 
happiest among their own. (hose of their own 
nationality is natural. Hul thai intercourse be- 
tween people of different groups should bii 
strained, is futile and childish. 

The whole attitude of discriminai ion is en- 
tirely out of place in a school of liberal twin, and 
Ihe iieoi^lo who cviiienco il are cerlainly nul of 
those who have gained in breadth outlook 
through their adventures with thought among 
sludenis during their college days. We iiole 
with pleasure thai liiere are one or I wo .<;ocieliea 
on the campus that are recognizing (he danger 
of ihe altitude of such iieople. and have taken 
a stand definitely again.sl it. There are other 
organizations that do not, however, see things 
in the same light. 

At our University, probably more than at 
most others, we have the opportunity of mooting 
people of different nationality and from other 
parts. We are doing a poor thing if wo make of 
this op]TOrtunity a condition simiily for awk- 
wardness, and fail to take advantage of the pos- 
sibilities of mutual understanding thai is offer- 
ed.
